account of the deposit left by the water. 
Harv ey Hand lost elev en head of v alua­ 
ble horses, Patrick Wade, whose house is 
surrounded, lost fourteen head of cuttle 
and will probably “hav e four of his horses 
perish. 
Thomas Conboy sav ed a part of 
his stock by getting two of his horses up 
iu the hay mow, sev eral cows on the 
porch of his house and twenty -one culv es 
huddled in the parlor. 
The remainder of 
his stock was- drowned. 
Adam Baker 
lost all his domestic animals. 
A large 
cake of ice struck the house of D G. Ely 
making a large break on one side.

water is slowly receding, and it will be a 
long time before the water anil the ice 
will disappear from the flats.

The low melting point 
of the fat will show when sahsages nre 
made from horse meat. 


—While the Conolon brothers, two 
y oung men of Harmon, were on their 
way to Rock Falls on horse back a bridge 
near the latter place gav e way as they 
were crossing and the men and horses 
were thrown into the swollen stream.

CATTLC OF CHICKASAW BAYOU. 


A. Desperate end Gallant Charge Made 
by Qen. Frank Blair's Brigade. 
A charge made by Gen, Frank Blair cm 
Monday , the last and bloodiest day of the 
battle, was one of the most desperate and gal­ 
lant feats recorded to history . Separating 
him from tho cteep bluffs occupied by the 
•nemy was a cottonwood grov o, which had 
been felled by the Confederates, and which 
was an entanglement through which an un­ 
armed, unincumbered man could pass with 
only the greatest difficulty . On the side of 
the cottonwood maze, nex t to tho enemy ’s 
position, was a deep bay ou, whose opposite 
bank was some ten feet to height. On this 
bank was a series of abattis, whose pointed 
limbs barred the approach of a hostile force. 
J ust bey ond the abattis was tho first line of 
rifle pita. 
Gen. Blair, with four regiments, 
was assigned to carry the position to front of 
him. Ho must make his way through the 
dense fallen cottonwoods, he must then de­ 
scend into, cross the deep and muddy bay ou, 
climb its steep bank bey ond and then break 
through the deep abattis that crowned its 
top, where he would find himself on a lev el, 
uncov ered space swept by rifle pits, scores of 
guns and other lines of defenses which cov ­ 
ered the foot of the sloping bluff bey ond. 
One would fancy that the feat of charging 
across this space, ev ery inch of which was 
swept by riflemen and artillery , would be an 
utter impossibility . Mounted and in full uni­ 
form, the gallant Mlwourian led the charge. 
How he ev er forced his way through the 
fallen timber, descended into and climbed

The house set aside Wednesday next for 
the delivery of eulogies on the late Bonator 
Logan. 
A biU was passed increasing tho 
limit oi the cost of the public building at 
Denver to $515,000, and a bill appropriating 
$50,000 for a public building a t l^ifay otte, 
Ind., was also passed. 
In tho morning hour

A "Charitable" 
Scheme Broken 
Up— 
Prospects for the Future. 
N ew O r le a ns , Feb. 11.—Th© grand jury 
has returned sev enteen indictments against 
thirty -one of the wealthiest gamblers in this 
city . Gambling has been publicly conducted 
here ev er since the war, but for the last six 
y ears each house has been compelled to pay 
the city a largo sum monthly for charitable 
purposes. This was clearly against the law, 
but the city authorities contended that they 
could not suppress the ev il and it was better 
that the city should deriv e somo financial 
benefit from tha business. Until recently 
tho gamblers’ fund had been dev oled to the 
maintenance of the Shakespeare alms-house, 
and the gamblers believ e the div erting of 
rev enue to other purposes is the main cause 
of the indictments. 
A number of wealthy 
gamblers surrendered them » elv es and gav e 
bond. 
The penalty for gambling in this 
state is from $1,000 to $5,000 fine for the 
first offenso, and $5,000 to $10,000 and im­ 
prisonment for the second. This law, how­ 
ev er, only affects banking games, conse­ 
quently no indictments hav e been returned 
against keno and poker rooms. The gam­ 
blers, it is believ ed, will pay their fines and 
continue to conduct the business by a sy s­ 
tem of police bribery , as was done before the 
arrangement that ex isted up to Thursday , 
which w» « made with the may or. 


LOU M A B B E T T ’S FATE. 


An India na My stery Seems to Hav e Been 
Solv ed. 
L a f a y e t t e , Ind., Feb. 11.—The my stery 
surrounding the fate of Lou Mabbett, who 
was abducted from her home in Carroll 
(county Aug. 6, supposedly by Amer Green, 
seems no longer in doubt. The mother and 
sister Thursday morning looked at the re­ 
mains that had been taken from the Wabash 
riv er, and from the peculiar formation of 
the teeth and mouth they pronounced the 
body that of the missing girl. 
The mother 
was much prostrated at the sight. There 
were several small pieces of ov eralls goods 
found on the body , and three witnesses tes­ 
tify to seeing Amer Green wearing ov eralls 
sim ilar to those pieces. 
Tho fragm ents of dress goods and chemise 
found in Clinton county , sixteen miles from 
Mabbett’s place, were recognized by female 
members of the fam ily as portions of the 
clothing worn by the girl the night she 
disappear« !. 
There no longer soems a doubt 
that the girl was killed, stripped and thrown 
into tho creek, the overalls being used to 
weigh the body down. 
The po st m ortem re­ 
vealed no m arks of violence, and tho belief 
is the girl was strangled.

th at a vote for Parnell’s amendment would

in the gov ernment. Therefore tho 
piestions raised could be discussed only with 
reference to the effect of the amendment upon 
the go vernm ent 
The real remedies for the 
condition of Ireland consisted in prov iding 
larger opportunities for employ ment or in 
v oluntary emigration, supported by the local 
authorities. It was impossible to abolish 
ev iction. The course of the gov ernment in 
prosecuting the authors of the (J an of cam­ 
paign was praiseworthy . Gladstone had de- 
c.ared that the plan of campaign resulted 
from tho refusal of the gov ernment to pass 
a bill regulating ev ictions; but, said Hart- 
ingtoti, could parliament hold that the re­ 
jection of any measure morally entitled the 
people to take the law into their own hands? 
Unless the plan of campaign was stopped it 
would end in the tenants pay ing just what 
rent they choose. Parnell had not disowned 
the dy namite 
outrages, but had simply 
warned parliament that the 
dy namiters 
might resume their operations. Concerning 
home rule, Hartington declared that there 
was an insurmountable barrier of 100 v otes 
against Gladstone’s scheme. 
Viscount Kilcoursie argued in support of 
the amendment, though he knew of many 
cases, he said, where the National league 
had induced tenants who were able to pay 
rents to refuse to do so.

promptly loaded and unloade l, and talks 
with the employ ers confirm this view. They 
say the strike is over; they have all the men 
they want, and are not negotiating with the 
Knights of l.nbor or any body else for a com­ 
promise. 
In fact they have no interest in 
the matter. 
If A» embly 40 is still exerting 
itself and has time to keep up the talk of a 
strike that is its business, but the docks are 
manned nevortlieless, and thoee who struck 
may hunt other work. 
In Jersey city the striking freight handlers 
of the Erie railway made a raitl ui>on pier 
0 of tlio corafiany ’s docks where 200 of the 
Italians who had taken their places were 
asleep at 3 a. m., but the police drove them 
oflf w’itbout much difficulty . 'Vith the ex- 
cep ion of a few minor brawls here and there 
along the river front the new men are al­ 
lowed to work in peace, although many of 
them are guarded by the police. 
The stationary engineers, were ordered out 
Thursday by District aasembley 4U K, of L., 
and are much dissatisfied with the order and 
will probably disobey it. They would will­ 
ingly have gone ont earlier in the strike, but 
they consider the fight over now. The beer 
browers, who were also ordered to go out at 
4 a. m. Friday will not go out. Most of them 
are under pledge to serve a y ear without 
causing their employ ers trouble. This pledge 
was made in consideration of wage conces­ 
sions and they do not feel like breaking faith. 
The ale brewers may go out, as they are not 
so well organiz'id, and are not under the 
same pledge. 
Tdiey number about 3,500 and 
their stopping work would affect sixty brew­ 
er!« *, and causa a lo« o i about $100,000 on 
unfinished gooda 
The number of those who will bo thrown 
out by the strike of the engineers will run 
far into the thousands. No exact general 
estimate can be formed at present, but it is 
certain that if they do quit the majority of 
the big factories wü l have to closa down. 
No. 49 claims that on the strength of assur­ 
ances that arrangements were being made 
for arbitrating the coal troubles it rested on 
its oars and l(» t some ground. Now it in­ 
tends to regain that ground and get some 
more. The members of 49’s executive board 
say tlwy have posi^ve inforiiiaUoa that some 
of the coal companies are! pressed for loans 
by the national banks, and they believe that, 
with the arrangements they are making in 
connectton with the stopping of wwk by the 
employ es of breweries and engineers, the de­ 
mand for coal will grow so limited that the 
coal companies will be glad to come to terms 
The ostensible reason 
for these strikes 
is that the breweries and other manufac­ 
tories are using “scab” ooaL 
A high official of No. 49 said; “You can 
say that all stories that the strike was on the 
point of disrupting and coming to an end 
have been made through misunderstandings 
or manufactured out of whole cloth. Dis­ 
trict assembly No. 49 had simply ceased 
trom pushing matters further in the idea 
that the ooal compani^ were about to have 
all diiferenecs settled by arbitration. We have 
boen undeceived on that point, and now we 
intend to renew the battle with a vengeance. 
Nor will the extension of the strike stop with 
the measures to ba carrted out Friday . 
If 
necessary we shall call out men in other 
liues. 
District 49. is now determined to fight 
• the battle to the bitter end, and instead of 
meeting with defeat we are more than ever 
confident of achieving success.”

Siberia to deliver to tiie natives gifts from 
the goveinmentof tho United States to repay 
them for the aid thoy rendered him in his 
eeairh for the miming members of the Jean­ 
nette party , mfu in his report that the town 
of Verovui*, Bibcrio, Is tiio coldest inhabited 
spot in tho world. The thermometer stood at 
eighty -six below Bcro when ho wos there, and 
ho s a y s it seldom goes above fifty below. I 
asked him the other day what the people did 
vrho lived at this blissful spot; what they had 
to eat and how they liked It, 
“Why ,” he replied, “they think it Iso pretty 
good sort of climate. 'Home, Sweet Homo,' 
is tho song all tho world over, and if the Ver­ 
ov uskers should come l» re they would won­ 
der whot people did where it is so infernally 
hot. They would smother to this climate, 
and pine for a stiff northwesterly arctic gale. 
It is wonderful the amount of cold human 
flesh can endure. Tho natives of Terra del 
Fuego go stark naked the y ear round, and to 
their country it froe» « i every night. It Is 
much colder in tho l^ n a delto, y et tho peo­ 
ple manage to keep comfortable, and more 
dio of smolpox and scurvy than from the 
effects of tho intense cold. You seldom hoar 
of any oiw freesing to death, and then it is 
those only who expos© themselvea impru­ 
dently who die to that way . More people 
are frozen to death to the United Stotee than 
to Siberia. 
HOW TO K» KP WARM. 
•But how do they manage to keep w arm r 
“Well, in the first place the Yakuts are an 
enduring raco and arc bom in that climate. 
Then they dre« in furs, and have learned 
from their anceetors, or from their own ex­ 
perience, how to keep warm. Their houses 
are built of logs, sm ^red over on the outside 
and insido with manure and mud. In each 
cabin is a largo fireplace, which is used for 
both heating and cooking. There is seldom 
more thmi one room to tiieee cabins, and 
usually the owner's cattle. If he has any , oc­ 
cupy one end of the room In which ho lives, 
bolng tied, or prevented from trampling on 
tho babies by a bar. 
The houses are com­ 
monly very comfortable, but are awfully 
dirty , and sm ell-there is no word to describe 
it Often, until I got used to it, I woifid 
rather lie down to the snow outside, with the 
thwmometor fifty below sero, tiian sleep to 
one of these huta But y ou’ve no Idea what 
a 
rap stuid when he tow to.'’ 
“Have tiiey windows to thalr houiesf* 
“Yes; ice windows. They use ice as wouse 
glass. A clear piece is selected, about five or 
six inches thick, morticed to tho window 
o p en in g to blocks two feet, « » I sometimes as 
huge as four feet square, and with water is 
made solid. Tho water is as good as putty . 
When tho window beoomes dirty they scrape 
it off with a knife, and when it has been 
scraped thin they substitute a new pone.” 
“Doesn't the window ever meltf” 
“Bless y ou, no; it is freeting cold that far 
from the fire. If the room ever got warm 
enough to melt the loe the Yakut couldn’t 
live in it, and would have to go out do« * 
to 
cool off. At night the fire is allowed to go 
out, os they have to economize in fuel. All 
they have is drift wood, gathered on the banks 
of the Lena river in tho summer tinie.” 
“How do they sleep? Do they undress when 
they go to bed?” 
“Alwaj^. They strip to their shirts, which 
are made of a thick sort of Russian cloth as 
heavy os our canvas. Tho men and women 
wear the same kind of garments, and never 
have more than *one at a time. I took up a 
lot of thick flannel for them, enough to last 
tho r ^ t of their liv« ^, and it will bo a great 
more comfortable than the native stuff, 
although they don’t like It at first. When 
they undress they get into bunks built in tho 
side of tho house—sometimes a man, his 
wife and all his children to the same bunk. 
They have reindeer skins under and over 
them, and curtains of the same hanging be­ 
fore the bunks. The last man or woman to 
undress ha» gs all tlui clotiitog of the rest 
out doors over a pole that is kept fo x the 
purpose.”

“Reindeer meat, beef—they have cows,

camel—fish, bread made of black ry e flour, 
tea, azul imported food made of chopped beef 
rolled into balls about the dm of a marble, 
and covered with a dough. These they pound 
up and make into soup. Then there is a wood 
that is vei*y nutritious when it is ground up 
and boiled. Mixed with reindeer moat it 
makes a good soup. They oft« i oat their fish 
raw. Of course they freeze solid as soon 
as they are taken out .of the w'ater, and 
tho native, particularly if ho is on the 
road, cuts them off in shavings os thin os our 
chipped beef and eats them raw. They are 
palatable, and I have lived for day s at a time 
on them, with a cup of tea made over an al­ 
cohol lamp by way of variety . The greatest 
luxury they have is butter, and they will eat 
it by the pound os our people eat confection­ 
ery . A po o r sort of butter is made from the 
milk of the native cow, that looks and tastes 
more like cheese, and they prize it above all 
other classes of ftxxi.” 
“Tho amount of butter a native will eat 
when ho can get it,” continued 
Lieut. 
Scheutze, “is astonishing. A friend of mine 
In Siberia told mo of a man who ate thirty - 
six pounds in one day , and then didn’t get all

against keno and poker rooms. 
The gam­ 
blers, it is believed, w ill pay their fines and 
cimtinue to conduct the business by a sys­ 
tem of police bribery, as was done brfor© the 
arrangement that existed up to Thursday, 
which WRM mode with the mayor.

o f any o ne freesing to death, and then it is 
tho se o nly who expo se themselves impru­ 
dently who die in that way . Mo re peo ple 
are fro zen to death in the United States than 
In Siberia. 
HOW TO KEEP WARM. 
"But ho w do they manage to keep warm?” 
“Well, in the first place the Yakuts are an 
enduring race and arc bo rn in that climate. 
Then they dress in furs, and have learned 
fro m their ancesto rs, o r fro m their o wn ex­ 
perience, ho w to keep warm. Their ho uses 
are built o f lo gs, smeared o ver o n the o utside 
and inside with manure and mud. 
In each 
cabin is a large fireplace, which is used fo r 
bo th bo ating and co o king. There is seldo m 
mo re than o ne ro o m in these cabins, and 
usually the o wner’s cattle, if he has any , o c­ 
cupy o ne end o f the ro o m in which be lives, 
being tied, o r prevented fro m trampling o n 
tho babies by a bar. 
The ho uses are co m­ 
mo nly very co mfo rtable, but are awfully 
dirty , and smell—there is no wo rd to describe 
it. Often, until I go t used to it, I 
rather lie do wn in the sno w o utside, with the 
thermo meter fifty belo w zero , than sleep in 
o ne o f these huts. 
But y o u’ve no idea what 
a man can stand when he has to ." 
“ Hav e they windows in their houses I” 
“ Yes; ice windows. They use ice as we use 
glass. A clear piece is selected, aboutflv e or 
six inches thick, morticed in the window 
opening in blocks two feet, and sometimes as 
large as four feet square, and with water is 
made solid. The water is as good os putty. 
When the window becomes dirty they scrape 
it off with a knife, and when it has becu 
scraped thin they substitute a new pone 
“Do esn't the Windo w ever m eltr 
"Bless y o u, no ; it is freesing co ld that far 
fro m the fire. If the ro o m ever go t warm 
eno ugh to melt the Ice the Yakut co uidn t 
live in it, and wo uld have to go o ut do < " to 
co o l o ff. A t night the fire is allo wed to go 
o ut, as they have to eco no mize in fuel. All 
they have is drift wo o d, gathered o n the banks 
o f the Lena river in the summer time.” 
“Ho w do they sleep! Do they undress when 
they go to bed?” 
“Alway s. They strip to their shirts, which 
are made o f a thick so rt o f Russian clo th o s 
heavy as o ur canvas. The men and wo men 
wear the samo kind o f garments, and never 
have mo re than -o ne at a time. I to o k up a 
lo t o f thick flannel fo r them, eno ugh to last 
the rest o f their lives, and it will be a great 
deal mo re co mfo rtable than tbe nativo stuff, 
altho ugh they do n’t like it at &***• ^ 
they undress they get into bunks built in tho 
side o f tho ho use—so metimes a man, his 
wife and all his children in tbe same bunk. 
They have reindeer skins under and o ver 
them, and curtains o f the same banging be­ 
fo re the bunks. The last man o r wo man to 
undress hangs all the clo thing o f the rest 
]o ut doom ov er a pole that is kept fo r tbe 
purpo se. OETnNO WD ^ vermin . 


“W hat is that fo r?” 
“ To freeze tbe lice. They couldn’t liv e if 
they didn’t do it, and R has become a national 
custom. The lice get into the fur and that 
is the only way to get them out By hang­ 
ing their clothes ov er the pole ev ery night 
they can keep reasonably free from them, but 
the fur fills up again the next day." 
“ Do they ev er bather 
“ Nev er in their liv es; they hav en’t any 
word for bathing in their language, and the 
impossibility of keeping clean is one of tbe 
greatest hardships of Arctic life.” 
“ What do they eat? ” 
“Reindeer meat, beef—they have co ws, 
queer lo o king animals, abo ut half as large as 
o urs, with a hummo ck o n their backs like a 
camel-fish, bread made o f black ry e flo ur, 
tea, and impo rted fo o d made o f cho pped beef 
ro lled into balls abo ut the sizo o f a marble, 
and co vered with a do ugh. These they po und 
up and make into so up. Then there is a wo o d 
that is very nutritio us when it is gro und up 
and bo iled. Mixed with reindeer mo at it 
makes a go o d so up. They o ften eat their fish 
Of co urse they freeze so lid as so o n 
taken o ut .o f tho water, and

USEFUL 
HINTS TO 
PEOPLE WH1 
#KEEP MONEY ON DEPOSIT. 


Ho w to Guard Against Fraud o r MidaliP 
la llitalupaa Trati*actlon» « » C’hrrk Hook 
and .Mub» —W riting Up the Ilank Ho o k.

The custo m o f tho ban ks, when it is decided 
to o pen tin acco un t with a custo mer, is to re­ 
quire the custo mer to write hb n ame in a 
bo o k, kept fo r that pun **8®» 
time tho 
acco un t is o pen ed. The o bvio us reaso n is to 
guard again st fraud o r mistake in n il subse­ 
quen t tran sactio n s in which the ban k has to 
determin e the gen uin en ess o f the custo mer’s 
« ign n ture. 
If the gen uin en ess o f a check pre­ 
sen ted fo r pay men t to the lay in g teller issus- 
pectfsl, tin * sign ature may is* co mpared at 
o n ce with that reco rded with the ban k, o s has 
been stated, an d thus its validity Ik* deter­ 
min ed. 
In o pen in g an acco un t with 
a ban k the cui- 
to mer is furn ished by the ban k with n bo o k 
in which Is en tered o n the left han d, o r credit, 
I » ago the amo un t deimsited by him. All sub­ 
sequen t dcjK>sits art*en tered in the bo o k, with 
the date, reso ectively , o f each de]xwit. 
At 
tho time o f o jio n in g an acco un t the ban k will, 
gen erally , furn ish the custo mer with a ebo o k 
I to o k co n tain in g twen ty -five o r mo re cho cks, 
an d fo r this n o charge is made. Perso n s wish­ 
in g to bavo n icely en gravwl cheeks can get 
them, but a charge is usual in such cases, 
tho ugh the amo un t will n o t exceed seven ty - 
fiv o cen ts fo r a bo o k o f a like n umlx*r o f 
checks. 
At tho samo time tho ban k will also 
furn ish to the custo mer a sufficien t n umber o f 
“tickets,” which o r© small piece« o f pai» er 
co n tain in g at tho head a blan k fo r the jier- 
so n 1» n ame to be in serted, also a blan k fo r the 
date, an d belo w tho wo rds “checks” an d 
“cash.” When ever a depo sit is made the de­ 
po sito r fills up a ticket, givin g his n ame an d 
the dab*, an d writin g in the co lumn again st 
the wo rds “check” an d “cash” the amo un t o f 
each, respectively , depo sited. These tickets 
sho uld alway s ueco n qian y tho ban k txxik 
when a deixisit is made. They are kept o n 
file by the ban k, an d serve as vo uchers fo r 
l>o th the ban k an d the depo sito r, fro m which 
the accuracy o f tho acco un t may lie deter­ 
min ed, if the questio n sho uld arise at an y 
t ime as to the amo un t, tho time an d the n a­ 
ture o f an y depo sit 
A mo men t’s ex amin atio n 
o f tho check bo o k 
will servo to sho w the depo sito r the metho d 
o f drawin g a cheek. It will be o bserved, 
first, that every check is n umbered in its 
o rder, gen erally upo n the upper left han d 
co mer. 
Again , the place to War o ff a check 
is in dicated by tho perfo rated lin e. 
When 
to rn o ff at this lin e the po rt remain in g in the 
bo o k is called the “stub.” 
A check is merely an order on a bank to 
pay the person named in tha check a certain 
sum o f money . It will lie obv ious to any ono 
who is about to draw his check that it should 
1*3 dated, and tho name o f the pay ee, or per­ 
son in whose fav or it is drawn, should lie in­ 
serted in the body o f the check; that the 
amount to be paid should tie written in , and 
also indicated by figures after the dollar sign , 
and that the check should be signed by the 
drawer at the place indicated. A check should 
alway s be drawn with great care and ac­ 
curacy . 
The stubs, to which reference has beeu 
made, are un important part of a check book, 
as they contain a complete record, if properly 
kept, o f all transactions with tho bank. They 
are transcripts o f all checks drawn from time 
to time, and show the numbers, amounts, the 
dates and the names of the i>ay ees,resjx *etiv e!y . 
In drawing checks filling up the stubs should 
nev er be qmitted. It is not only important 
for the reasons stated, but is v astly important 
in determining the state o f the account. By 
adding together the sev eral amounts found in 
the stubs it is obv ious that the amount draw n 
from the bank may be readily determined. 
This amount deducted from the amount de­ 
posited, which will appear in the bank book, 
will show the amount standing to the credit 
of the depositor. A gentleman, for the sake 
o f conv enience, once took out of his check 
book a number o f blank checks, which he 
carried in his pocket, in order that he might 
use them at any time. He used them all, but 
neglected to keep an account of them, as ho 
would hav e done had he had the stubs before 
him, when, to his dismay , he was one day 
notified by tho Iwmk that his account was 
ov erdrawn. 
Small checks, like small and 
frequent accounts at a store, make terrible 
inroads upon one's bank account, and it is 
well to watcli them closely . 
A bank book should be regularly and fre­ 
quently “ written up,” particularly when 
checks hav e been frequently drawn. This is 
done at the bonk by a bookkeeper, who enters 
in the bank tiook the amount shown by the 
customer’s account to hav e been paid from 
time to time. These amounts are compared 
with the check* drawn Id insure accuracy . 
When thus transcribed into the customer's 
book, the amount is found and subtracted 
from the amount deposited, and the balance 


carried to a n ew acco un t. The check* o re 
return ed to tho customer with bis book when 
ft is written up, an d are the customer's 
v ouchers. He may compare them with the 
sfculxi in his check bo o k an d determin e 
whether they co rrespo n d in amo un t an d 
art* 
co rrect. 
It is well to keep the.*** check*. 
Ill 
n in n y i w s they serve as receipts fo r bill4 
paid. They are receipts, A check U given , 
f n r in sta n et*, to tho dressmaker fo r her bill: 
it is pay able to her o rder. 
Befo re she can 
get the mo n ey upo n it she must in do rse it; 
that is, write her n ame acro ss tho back. 
When return ed by the lian k to the drawer 
with such in do rsemen t it sho ws that the 
cheek has Iks ii presen ted by her an d paid; 
an d it then beco mes a receipt. o r what is 
equivalen t bi o n e.—Bemo rest’s Mo n thly .

liar, barked by a true New York display of 
glittering glassware, plate glass mirrors, and 
bottles o f many colored liquids, with white 
coated handsome y oung men ready to serv e 
the customers, in place o f the traditional bar­ 
maid, was flocked to aa if it had lx » en a mu­ 
seum o f rare curiosities. 
“But my American drin ks wen t beggin g. 
Tlio o ld time En glish beverages were still 
go o d en o ugh fo r tin * lo y al Brito n s, an d when 
tho persisten t tips they ten dered tho Iwr- 
ten ders were as persisten tly refused, it seemed 
to appear to them as if the very bulwarks o f 
the n atio n were lxsin g assailed, an d that tlio 
thro n e itself was to tterin g. 
But by degrees, 
as exigen cies o ccurred which en abled me to 
demo n strate to custo mers the etlieaey o f

On e do es n o t wo n der so much that Bo bby 
Burn s became n jio et when o n e gets in to his 
pretty , fresh, green little co un try . 
It is the 
mo st in spirin g little lan d in tho wo rld, with 
its tricksy skies, its blue mo o rs, its mo ist 
green n ess ami its wo rld o f traditio n s. 
On e 
lo o ks at the hardy peasan ts to ilin g in the 
fields, an d il all seems very po etical in deed. 
On e can easily pick a “ Highlan d Mary ” o ra 
“ bo n n y Jean ” fro m amo n g tho se large 
limbed peasan t wo men at a distan ce, sin ce 
distan ce ’tis that len ds en chan tmen t to the 
v iew. 
But the wo n der o f it all. the marvel o f 
this peasan t po et’s so ul o n ly co mes ho me to 
y o u as y o u lien d y o ur head to en ter the do o r 
o f his lo wly dwellin g, his co ttage hut—n o 
n ame co uld be to o simple fo r its simplicity . 
As y o u pass thro ugh the in evitable turn stile 
y o u fin d that it has but the two ro o ms o f 
every Sco tch peasan t’s ho me, 
“ but the 
ho o se" an d “ ben the ho o se.” 
“ Ben the 
ho o se” is what the o ld time Yan kees used to 
call tho keo pin ’ ro o m. 
“ But the ho o se” is 
where all the livin g seems to be do n e. 
Fo r 
the mo ther’s sho rt bed with its co tto n cur­ 
tain s stan ds in o n e co rn er, the tall, o ld eight- 
day clo ck stan ds silen t at its fo o t, as if, hav - 
in g ticked at the death an d birth o f Bo bbie 
Burn s, it hail do n e its life wo rk an d sto pped. 
Fo r these o ld Sco tch clo cks n ever wear o ut. 
There was a well filled dresser in an o ther co r­ 
n er, an d fro m the cran e in the great o jien 
fireplace so me black po ts still hun g. 
There 
were so me o ld tables an d chairs which Bo bbie 
liad mutilated with his o wn un co n scio us 
po et’s han d, an d the sin kin g sto n e flo o r 
was the same o ver which his baby feet to d­ 
dled lo n g befo re an y o n e co uld kn o w o f his 
divin e gift. 
THE BIG RELIC ROOM. 
The big relic ro o m is filled with memen to s 
o f Burn s, man y o f them so slight that o n ly 
the mo st lo vin g han d wo uld have co llected 
them, fo r what memen to s co uld there be in 
the sho rt an d simple an n als o f a peasan t’s 
life? Bein g a po et, his man uscripts are his 
chief relics, an d man y o f them are here 
un der glass. 
There are quan tities o f po ems 
to Burn s, man y o f them—the best o f them, 
in deed—by 
American 
po ets. 
Sran gely 
en o ugh, the po em by Fitz Green e Halleck— 
o n e o f the best Burn s po ems ever written , 
tho ugh it seems to be an un familiar o n e—is 
n o t in the co llectio n . 
The chairs o ccupied 
by Tam O’Shan ter an d So uter Jo hn n y upo n 
tliafc melan cho ly o ccasio n when they “ bo o zed 
at the n appy ,” o ccupy a raised dais at the 
en d o f the ro o m, an d n o o n e less immo rtal 
than this wo rthy twain has ever been allo wed 
to o ccupy them sin ce these gen tlemen passed 
in to verse. 
The cottage keeper, a shrewd, rosy Sco tch­ 
man, with as merry an ey e as ev er twinkled, 
finding us an enthusiastic group, read “ Tam 
O’Shanter” to us from the original manu­ 
script. 
How deliciously it sounded, rolling 
freshly from the lips o f a nativ e Scotchman 
there upon its v ery own ground and with 
the v ery own hand 
writing o f the poet before 
our ey es, with Alloway and the banks o* 
Doon just out the window, and all the pretty 
country that he enchanted rising up around 
us. 
He had a turn for humor, our Scotch 
reader, and when he came to those passages 
which in these day s would be called Swin- 
burneian. but in those day s were only Burn-, 
ian, he rolled his merry ey es drolly , 
to see if, 
being but stupid Americans, we took the 
po int—“ Betsy B.” in The Argonaut.

Tlfn Gro wing Demands o f Church Goer« . 
The Secret o f the Present Dearth o l 
Go o d Vo lccs—So prano s and Teno rs He* 
co m ing Scarce. 


Tlio churches in New Yo rk are try in g to 
so lve the pro blem ho w an d where tho music 
fo r 1087 is to bo o btain ed. 
There is mo n ey 
en o ugh to pay fo r cultivated vo ices, but 
the tro uble i3 that train ed vo ices are n o t in 
tho market. 
As in times past tho church 
go in g public deman ded that they sho uld 
have a preacher o f celebrity an d jxiwcr, 
ho 
n o w they deman d that cultivated vo ices 
shall be furn ished fo r the cho ir. 
Altho ugh 
there Li a develo pmen t o f tho cravin g fo r 
cho rus cho irs an d fo r do uble quartet.!, 
n o thin g sho rt o f a well balan ced, co mpeten t 
cho ir tliafc can in terpret the mo st difficult 
selectio n s will satisfy tho average church 
go er. 
In fact, tho character o f the mu: it 
ren dered by a church cho ir to -day is o f a 
much impo rtan ce an d great a drawin g card 
as the man who o ccupies the pulpit. 
Co n ­ 
sequen tly tho church music co mmittees arc 
havin g a very in dustrio us hun t fo r go o d 
vo ices. 
Cultivated so pran o an d ten o r vo ices arc 
in great deman d, an d it seems that the vo cal 
ists o f New Yo rk are lo o kin g fo r salaries n ? 
well as fame. It is est imated that the sala­ 
ries paid fo r church music in this city , al­ 
tho ugh ran gin g fro m $100 to $3,000 p*cr 
y ear, aggregate witho ut do ubt man y time: 
the pasto ral salaries. 
It has lo n g bee:. 
tho co mplain t o f tho se en gaged in church 
cho ir wo rk that they wo re by n o mean s suf­ 
ficien tly reco mpen sed fo r the time an d abil­ 
ity in vo lved, but so lo n g as vo lun teers an d 
able recruits co uld be had almo st fo r the 
saltin g their plain ts an d criticisms were 
un heeded. 
FOUND A BETTUR MARKET. 
“ I do n o t thin !: the secret o f the presen t 
dearth o f go o d i o iees is that sin gers have 
determin ed to be paid fo r ila ir wo rk o r n et 
sin g,’’ said a well-kn o wn wieldcr o f the 
cho rister bato n the o ther day . 
“ It is rather 
that they have fo un d a much better market 
b r their vo le* s.

ct !rs have be .: ran sacked an d depleted

Where a ro o d sin ; « : 
o n ce len t tho berk en deavo rs to o btain in g n 
po sitio n in a church cho ir, to -tiry the ride 
i.i to seek o ut so me man ager in an ticipatio n 
o f securin g n n en gagemen t o n the stage. 
Even tho se perso n s who have n o t, suco ct 1« d 
i i fin din g such an o n gcgr.men fc still n fust 
i ’lurch wo rk because they ho pe so o n to re- 
cur * the lo n g co veted place o n the o peratic 
c r theatrical stage. In brief, tho church has 
b *en ro bbed by the staga fo r the past live 
y ears. 
“ No t o n ly are o ur o wn city churches in 
n eed o f go <d vo ices, because o f this gradua­ 
tio n to the stage, but because o ut o f to wn 
churches, fin din g it difficult to secure co m 
po ten t vo ices, have in vaded New Yo rk, an d 
by makin g liberal o ffers havo carried away 
so me o f o ur best sin gers. 
There are plen ty 
o f sin gers to bo sure, but there is a scarcity 
o f available vo ices o f the requisite cultiva­ 
tio n fo r church service. 
Tho ugh the main 
difficulty seems to l>o in o btain in g so pran o s 
an d ten o rs, tho deficien cy is really n et co n ­ 
fin ed to o n e class o f vo calists. 
Alto s an d 
bass vo ices can bo had, but they must bo 
liberally paid fo r. 
I call to min d n o w an 
in stan ce where o n e church in tlii*j city will 
pay a n ewly en gaged alto mo re than do uble 
the salary given to her predecesso r. 
While 
man y bajki an d barito n e vo ieo are in the 
market, so to speak, the rich, deep, we!: 
ro un ded bass is to bo o btain ed o n ly with 
much difficulty . 
Sin gers po ssessin g vo ices 
have n o cultivatio n , an d tho se who se vo ices 
sho w culture are lackin g in the desired tim­ 
ber. 
It ls a fact that in o rder to retain the 
valuable co mpo n en ts o f their cho irs man y 
o f the churches will have to in crease the 
salaries n ex t y ear mo re than ever befo re. 
As I lo o k back ^ can call to min d several 
well kn o wn co mpan ies o n tho ro ad that 
represen t man y o f the best vo ices that have 
been heard in church cho irs.” —New Yo rk 
Mail an d Ex press.

Mr. Bro derick, who believed in tho 
tran smigratio n o f so uls, had directed that n o 
min ister o f religio n sho uld atten d his burial, 
an d that n o religio us ceremo n y o f an y kin d 
sho uld be perfo rmed o ver his remain s. 
The 
fun eral, therefo re, was almo st o f a un ique 
descriptio n . The pro cessio n had to pass o ver 
Stagefell, o n e o f tho spurs o f the Pen n in e 
ran ge, an d as the ro ad was blo cked in places 
o ver twelve feet deep with sn o w drifts the 
mo urn ers had a mo st difficult task. The im­ 
mediate place o f sepulchre was very ro cky . 
It had been cho sen by the deceased gen tle­ 
man , an d blastin g o peratio n s had to be car­ 
ried o n durin g the who le o f two day s to co m­ 
plete the grave, wElch is n early twen ty feet 
belo w the surface.—Pall Mall Gazette.
